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Introduction 


The statistics published in this bulletin 
elate to all industrial accidents involving time 
ost from work of one day or more, OCCURRING during 
he year ended 30 June 1983. The statistics are 
parable with those published in the 1981-82 
ylletin but not with those published in earlier 
ylletins because statistics before 1981-82 relate 
nly to claims for workers! compensation reported to 
ave been CLOSED during the respective years.

Special Note - Estimated Claims 


&| In 1981-82 industrial accident statistics 
ere first collected on the basis of ‘year of 
ccurrence'. This change from the previous basis of 
lyear of closure' involved the acceptance of 
stimated time lost and cost data for claims not 
tlosed prior to the cut-off date nominated for the 
ear. For the 1981-82 publication almost 20 per 
cent of claims included were not closed, and details 
of time lost and cost for all claims were not 
jreleased because of the high content of estimated 
“data. Approximately one year after the cut-off date 
for the 1981-82 publication, estimated returns were 
referred back to insurers and actual data were 
obtained for estimated claims which had _ been 
subsequently finalised in the lapsed period of one 
year. At the completion of this procedure it was 
found that only 7 per cent of claims remained 
unclosed. The 1981-82 data were accordingly updated 
to incorporate the revised figures and estimates for 
‘those claims still outstanding, and revised 
tabulations were produced. Comparison between the 
original and amended tabulations indicates that, 
although caution is necessary in interpreting the 
data, the estimates supplied by the insurers 
provide, for statistical purposes, acceptable 
approximations of actual time lost and cost. 
Statistics in this 1982-83 publication and future 
publications will therefore include details of time 
lost and cost which are derived by adding actual 
data for closed claims and estimated data for 
unclosed claims. Tables comprising information 
relating to both closed and unclosed claims as shown 


in this bulletin are now available on request for 
1981-82, 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Le Scope 


3¥4 Workers covered by the Western Australian 
Workers' Compensation and Assistance Act 1981-1983 
are included in the statistics. Industrial 
accidents resulting in the death of, or injury to, 
self-employed persons and persons employed by the 
Commonwealth Government are not included. 


Pe The exclusion of self-employed persons is 
likely to have considerable effect in industries 
where self-employment is significant (eg. retail 
trade, rural industries). Because of the exclusion 
of Commonwealth Government employees some industries 
are not covered (eg, defence forces and 
communication). 


4, Coverage 


4.1 Reports relating to accident claims are 
forwarded to the Australian Bureau of Statistics by 
the Workers! Assistance Commission which obtains the 
information from insurers and self-insurers under 
authority of the Workers! Compensation and 
Assistance Act 1981-1983. The accuracy of 
collection coverage (ie whether reports of all 
accidents involving time lost from work of one day 
or more are actually submitted to the Workers! 
Assistance Commission) is very difficult to control 
because of the diverse administrative systems 
maintained by the insurers. The data should be used 
with the knowledge that coverage between years may 
not be consistent and this may affect the validity 
of statistical trends which become apparent. 


5 Definitions 


Ba Industrial Accident. An industrial accident 
is any work injury or disease compensable under the 


provisions of the State Workers' Compensation and 
Assistance Act 1981-1983 which causes the death of 


the employee or absence from work for one day (or 


shift) or more. The term also includes compensable 
accidents which occur when travelling between place 
of residence and workplace (journey cases) and those 
which occur during work breaks (recess cases). 


Sue Industrial Disease. An industrial ‘disease! 
1s distinguishable from an 'accident' because of one 
or more of the following characteristics: 


the slow and protracted nature of its cause; 


its ascribability to repeated or continuous 
action of a mechanical, physical or chemical 
nature. It is not the effect of a single 
event but of a cause acting imperceptibly and 
constantly; 


the uncertain time of its beginning. 


969 Special Note - Journey and Recess Accidents, 


Industrial Diseases 


5.3.1 Journey and Recess accidents are excluded 
from Tables 1 through 8. 


5.3.2 Details of industrial diseases have not been 
included in tables in this bulletin. Problems in 


obtaining complete coverage; reporting 
inconsistencies in the treatment of repetitive 
strain injuries; and, the classification of 


infectious and contagious diseases such as hepatitis 
which are contracted at the workplace but do not 
come within the International Labour Office 
definition of 'disease', have rendered the data 


unreliable. 
5.4 Reopened Claim. An industrial accident 


previously treated as closed but for which the 
insurer accepts that further incapacity, additional 
medical treatment or time lost from work are 
directly attributable to the original accident. 
Claims closed and reopened in the current year are 
counted only once in the tables but the total cost 
and time lost incurred during the year are included. 
Details of reopened claims relating to earlier years 
are not included in the tables. 


Pie. Estimated Claim. A claim which has not been 
closed prior to the cutoff date for publication of 
these statistics. In these cases insurers submit a 
report in which details of total time lost and cost 
are estimated. (See also 'Special Note - Estimated 
Claims! in paragraph 2.1 above). 


536 Cost of Claim Includes compensation fop 
wages and salaries lost, for hospital and medical 
expenses, lump sum payments and payments made under 
common law. 


Sar Time Lost from Work. For closed claims it is 
the actual time lost from work; for unclosed clains 
it is an estimate of the total time likely to be 
Test Claims relating to fatal accidents and 
accidents where the outcome is permanent total 
disability do not have time lost included in the 


statistics. Other claims are restricted to a 
maximum time lost of one year for statistical 
purposes. This constraint applies because the 


statistics are now compiled in discrete yearly 
groups. 


5.8 Fatal Accidents. or Disease. Cases where 
death results from a compensable accident or 
disease. Includes cases where an employee has 


subsequently died as a result of injuries received 
at work, as well as cases where an employee is 
killed at work. 


5.9 Permanent Disability. Is an injury or 
disease which does not cause death but results in 
the complete loss or loss of use of any member or 
any part of any member of the body, or any permanent 
impairment of functions of the body or part thereof. 


5.10 Temporary Disability. Is an injury or 
disease which does not result in death or a 
permanent disability. 


6 Classification 
Geel. Industry Classification. The workplace of 


the employee is classified in accordance with the 
1978 edition of the Australian Standard Industrial 


Classification (ASIC). 


G2 Type of Accident. The classification is 
based on recommendations made by the International 
Labour Office. 


6.2.1 The ‘Type of accident' is defined by the 
International Labour Office as ry)! Gh peheter, at 
contact of the injured person with the object or 
substance or (ii) the exposure or movement of the 
injured person which resulted in the injury. 


6.3 Agency of Accident. The classification is 
based on recommendations made by the International 
Labour Office. 


6.3.1 The ‘Agency of accident! is the object, 
substance or circumstance most closely associated 
with the injury and which, in general, could have 
been guarded against or corrected. A distinction 
should be made between the agency of injury and 
agency of accident, eg., a fire damp explosion may 
result in a miner being crushed by a falling beam. 
In this instance the agency of injury is the beam 
but the agency of accident is the material 
responsible for the explosion. 


6.4 Nature of Injury and _ Disease. The 
classification is based on appropriate chapters of 
the Ninth Revision (1975) of the World Health 
Organisation's ‘International Statistical 


Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes of 


Death' adjusted, where necessary, to ensure 
classification to the principal original injury. 


eo) site’ of injury. The classification is 
broadly comparable to that recommended by _ the 
International Labour Office. 


6.6 Occupation Classification. Details of 


occupation have been classified in accordance with 
the 1976 Population Census Classification of 
Occupations.
